Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-scction (SA) of section S of 
the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby directs 
that notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (3) of the said section 3 the prices 
at which gram, gram dal and barley shall bo sold in any locality in the said States in compliance 
with an order made with reference to clause (f) of sub-section (2) of the said section 3 shall 
be regulated in accordance with the provisions of the sub-scctlon (3A). 

2. Tills notification shall remain In force for a period of three months.

Now, therefore, in exerdse of the powers conferred by sub-section (3A) of section 3 of 
the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (U) of 1955), tlic Central Government hereby directs 
that notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (3) of the said section 3 the price 
at which peas shall be sold in any locality in the State of Uttar Pradesh in compliance 
with an order made with reference to clause (f) of sub-section (2) of the said section 3 shall 
be regulated in accordance with the provisions of the said sub section (SA).

(JE) "residential establishments means hoax ding houses, apaittncnt houses, residential 
hotels residential clubs, hosltls muses’ homes schools and includes all other 
establishments of a like tiarnic but docs noL unhide private households 

3 Restrictions on consumption of foodstuffs —No pei son or body of persons acting 
either jointly ot severally at oi in connection with one or more patties entertain¬ 
ments, social ot other functions including functions in connection with marriages and 
funeials, shall on any one day distribute or provide fox consumption or accept or contii 
bute for setvicc ox distribution for consumption any foodstuff to mote than hfty persons 
including Lhe host(s) 

Provided that this restriction shall not apply,— 

(i) to the propnetoi, managei or person in charge of a residential, institutional or 
caLenng establishment serving food to cusfoincis or residents In the course of 
legular business and noL m connection with any paity entertainment, social 
oi other function given at the instance of himself or of any othci person, or 

(n) to the distribution of food by way of bhog ot pra^ad or as pari of a Tecognlsed 
religious ceremony by any temple, mosque gimlwara, chutch, or other jxlate 
of religious woislup 

4 Power to exempt —Notwlthsi an cling the restriction imposed by clause 3 the Admin¬ 
istrate! or any officci authorised by him m this behalf may, in special cases if the Administrator 
or such officer is of the opinion 'that an exemption should be granted, by oidei in wilting 
exempt any prrty, entertainment social oi other function from the operation ot this Order 

5 Repeal—The Delhi (limitation of Guests) Older 1958 is heieby repealed 

Piovided that the repeal shall not affect the previous operation of the said Order
